THE PRIGOXER ON THE STAND, 


. My name is E'ward 8. Stokes: Tam 
the prisoner in thix case; my age is thir- 
ty-six: I was bora in Philadelpba; ap 
tu the period of my errost I was in the 
oil business, in Brooklyn: I-meea my 
arrest on January 8, 18%i)0n a charge 
of embezzlement; became acqnainted 
with Mr. Fishin July, 1869; at that time 
1 was speuding the time ia Saratega; he 
sent a dispatch for me and 1 came to 
New York and entered into bu-iness 
with bim; until I was removed from my 
position’ns an officer of the company; it 
was stipulated in the lease uf the oil om- 
pany that, the “cafiagities of. its refinery 
should be doubled on my taking a thirty 
per cent. interest instead of a half iater- 
eat; I believe .. oS 
I HAD HEAVY CLAIMS AGAINST FISK. 
Whieh I thought stood good in law; I 
was examined us a witness the morning 
of the homicide in a prosecution agaiust 
Fisk, at Judge B xby's Court, for libel on

It is a‘great misfortune that we are so 
familiar with the sound that we ander- 
stand bat little of the sense of many beau- 
tifal trothes taugbt us in the Bible. 
Words and expressions from Holy Writ 
becon e dull like coins in constant use that 
after awhile lose their weight and are no 
longer worth the price stamped aopon 
their face. The pictured io Christ’s 
tind were all real, and itis a pity that 
they are not always reproduced with 
closer attention paid to their parity of 
for mand pataralness of cvloring; Of 
the ten virgins who took lamps and went 
out to meet the bridegroom, one-half 
were wise, This proportion is larger 
than we shuuld have the right to expect 
in ourday. How very few of us have 
the oil of wisdom with us while we wait 
for the coming of the bridgroom! The oil 
of the parable was wasted just as our 
sdtuail Gowoen waste without cultivation, 
and when the sudden call for the exer< 
cise of these powers comes to as, how 
few of us are reedy! Oar trials nearly al- 
ways come suddenly, and give us but lit- 
tle-time, to be always ready, to have oil 
to our lamps and to bave them trimmed 
and fit for use. 

»- Our great trials come to us ‘sometimes 
in the furm of terrible temptations, aod 
whet can, bea. more sudden than these? 
And what is there that demands more 
careful preparation to -wittetand? When 
we think of it, very littlé wrong is done 
by premeditation, If you are asked 
whether you will do s mean and coward- 
ly act, or a brave and magnanimous one, 
you anewer s brave one; end at the time 
you really mean what you say, and in 
your heart you intend to act bravely. 
Bot the temptation comes when you least 
exp:etit. It comes with the soddenne-g 
ofa flash. You are anprepared. Your 
better natifte is asleep, and you yield and 
are lost. Think how frightful are she 
results of some of these visitations. Look 
at the Freoch Revolution, that era of 
national chaos which has not yet given 
place to order. Take our own late war, 
whieh was foretold years and years ago 
by De Tocqueville We winked at the 
corruptions that were sapping the founde- 
tions, of our liberties. Great and good 
men lifted up their voices and cried to as. 
* Be prepared!’ but. we slumbered and 
them came the dreadfal boar of slaughter, 
we had no oil in our lamps, and this great 
foolish notion was taken and shaken and 
made to look God'in the face. Then we 
were forced to learn that-cotton was not 
kiog, ‘that money was not.king, that poli- 
cy was not king, but that trath, justice 
aod God, demanded our alieziance. 

Then thete was rushing to the market- 
plece to bay the wisdom that we had 
tuiled to lay away, but it was too late.
